You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Rumney 
on  Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of  March,  next,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  at  which  time  the  polls  shall  be  opened  for  balloting  on 
Article  1  and  shall  close  not  earlier  than  6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
and  you  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Rumney 
on  Thursday,  the  12th  day  of  March,  next,  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  af- 
ternoon for  the  second  session  of  the  town  meeting  at  which  time 
action  will  be  taken  upon  the  remaining  articles  in  this  warrant. 

Article  1 :  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  2:  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
authorize  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  a  set-off 
against  one  of  the  sums  appropriated  under  this  article  as  follows:

Article  3:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  its  highways  and  bridges,  and 
to  authorize  withdrawal  of  $5,534.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972  for  use  as  a  set-off  against  the  amount  appropriated  under 
this  article. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
equipment  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $9,000.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  operating  the  Fire  Department 
during  the  ensuing  year  and  to  authorize  withdrawal  of  $5,534.00  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the 


state  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  a  set-off  against  the 
amount  appropriated  under  this  article. 

Article  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve 
Fund. 

Article  7:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate,  pursuant  to  RSA  31:4  XXIII,  to  support  a  resident 
physician,  the  sum  so  appropriated  to  be  expended  in  quarterly 
payments.  (This  article  inserted  at  the  request  of  several  interested 
citizens.) 

Article  8:  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  respect  to 
Miss  June  Spaulding's  offer  of  her  home  in  trust  to  the  Town.  (This 
article  inserted  at  the  request  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  N.  Kent.) 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town,  pursuant  to  RSA  31 :  106  and  RSA 
31:107,  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  purchase  a  com- 
prehensive general  liability  insurance  policy  necessary  to  protect  the 
Town,  its  officers  and  employees  from  liability  arising  from  any  claim, 
demand,  suit  or  judgment  by  reason  of  any  act  or  omission  con- 
stituting a  violation  of  the  civil  rights  of  an  employee,  teacher,  student 
or  any  other  person  under  any  federal  law  if  such  act  or  omission  was 
not  committed  with  malice  and  if  the  indemnified  person,  at  the  time 
of  such  act  or  omission  was  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  or  her 
employment  or  office. 

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $12,500.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  maintenance  of  the  town 
dump  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  authorize  withdrawal  of 
$5,534.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  a 
set-off  against  the  amount  appropriated  under  this  article. 

Article  11 :  To  see  if  the  Town,  pursuant  to  RSA  53-A,  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  and  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  towns  of  Wentworth  and  Dorchester  permitting  the  use  of  the 
Rumney  Refuse  Disposal  Facilities  by  Wentworth  and  Dorchester  in 
accordance  with  conditions  acceptable  to  the  Rumney  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Article  12:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  purchase  of  a  used  front  end  loader  for  use  at 
the  sanitary  landfill,  the  sum  so  appropriated  to  be  raised  by  the 


issuance  of  serial  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  pursuant  to  the 
IVIunicipal  Finance  Act,  RSA  33,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes,  and  to  deternnine  the  rate  of 
interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other  actions  as  nnay  be  necessary 
to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or 
notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.  (Two-thirds  vote 
required.) 

.  Article  13:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  construct  a  wood  frame  building  at  the  sanitary 
landfill  site  to  house  the  front  end  loader. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $12,000.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  operation  of  the  Police 
Department  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $535.07  in  order  to  secure  from  the  state  the  sum  of  $3,567.12 
for  Town  Road  Aid. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,332.31  for  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc. 

Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $850.00  to  revise  and  update  the  town  tax  map. 

Article  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $800.00  to  prepare  a  revised  town  tax  map  which  will  be  a 
consolidation  of  the  existing  sixteen  (16)  pages  of  the  town  tax  map 
into  a  single  page  with  the  scale  reduced. 

Article  19:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  Rumney  Planning  Board. 

Article  20:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  Mooselaukee  Health  Center  in  Warren,  New 
Hampshire. 

Article  21 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $600.00  for  the  Baker  River  Audio  Visual  Center  which  was 
established  in  1974  as  the  result  of  a  federal  grant. 

Article  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  pay  the  obligations  of 
the  Town. 


Article  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  administer,  lease,  rent,  sell  and  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
real  estate  or  mineral  rights  acquired  by  the  Town  by  any  Tax 
Collector's  deed. 

Article  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,771.00  for  ambulance  service. 

Article  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $842.00  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  of  operation  of  the 
North  Country  Council  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1981  and 
ending  June  30,  1982. 

Article  26:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  to  defray  the  cost  of  an  appraisal  of  new  con- 
struction and  renovations  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration. 

Article  27:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $200.00  for  the  New  Hampshire  Humane  Society. 

Article  28:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $300.00  for  the  maintenance  (including  mowing,  materials, 
lime,  etc.)  and  improvement  of  the  Baker  Athletic  Field  in  the  Quincy 
section  of  Rumney. 

Article  29:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  Represen- 
tatives and  Senators  who  represent  the  Town  in  the  General  Court  to 
support  in  the  current  session  of  the  General  Court,  the  con-current 
resolution  to  amend  the  State  Constitution  to  limit  the  annual  in- 
crease in  both  taxes  and  spending  by  the  state  or  any  city,  town  or 
other  governmental  unit  of  the  state  to  five  percent  (5%)  unless  ap- 
proved by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  of  such 
taxing  or  spending  authority. 
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Article  30:  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and  committees 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto,  and  to 
transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said 
meeting.

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REPORT  OF  MOUNT  MOOSELAUKEE  HEALTH  CENTER 


The  Center  has  successfully  completed  its  first  year  as  a  Rural 
Health  Clinic  and  is  in  its  third  year  as  a  National  Health  Service  Corps 
site. 

This  certification  makes  it  possible  for  the  Center  to  apply  for 
reimbursement  by  Blue  Cross/ Blue  Shield,  Medicare,  Medicaid  and 
other  insurances. 

This  year  the  Center  had  943  encounters  from  Warren,  524  from 
Wentworth,  159  from  Rumney  and  226  from  other  areas,  making  a 
total  of  2,409  encounters  of  which  552  were  non-chargeable  (free 
clinics). 

It  was  necessary  to  charge  for  the  flu  vaccine  this  year  so  it  was 
given  at  cost-$1.50. 

Dr.  John  Bentwood  is  medical  director.  He  comes  on  two  Friday 
afternoons  each  month  to  see  patients  by  appointment. 

Two  nurse  clinicians  worked  with  Miss  Gage  to  get  experience  as 
they  hope  to  earn  an  ARNP  degree.  Sally  Whitcher  served  on  Friday 
afternoons  during  her  summer  vacation  from  Arizona  State.  Linda 
Sampson,  from  Boston  University,  spent  a  month.  Another  student 
from  Boston  University  is  expected  shortly. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  building.  The  back  of 
the  Center  has  been  covered  by  vinyl  siding.  An  air  conditioner  has 
been  installed  and  some  painting  has  been  done  in  the  reception  area. 
The  apartment  is  now  the  meeting  place  for  the  Board  and  their  files 
are  kept  there.  The  auxiliary  lent  its  tables  for  the  room. 

Several  articles  have  been  added  to  the  office.  A  surgical  lamp  was 
given  in  memory  of  Ralph  and  Mary  Cotton  by  the  American  Youth 
Hostel,  friends  and  relatives.  A  wall-mounted  blood  pressure 
measuring  device  was  obtained,  as  well  as  an  ophthalmascope  and 
otoscope. 

The  Board  has  five  vacancies.  Anyone  who  is  interested  in 
becoming  a  member  is  urged  to  call  anyone  on  the  nominating 
committee;  Thelma  Gregoire,  George  Evers  and  Marian  Whitcher. 

The  officers  are:  President,  Everett  Goodwin;  Vice  President, 
Marcella  Hoffman;  Recording  Secretary,  Glenna  Wright;  and 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Thelma  Gregoire;  and  Treasurer,  Audrey 
Prouty.

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good 
Business.  Forest  Fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in 
association  witli  Smol^ey  Bear  since  tlie  late  nineteen  forties  when  a 
national  effort  to  check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century 
before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our 
first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a 
town /city  forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law 
enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground 
must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being 
kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his 
deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is 
shared  jointly  by  the  town /city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as 
are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has 
given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United 
States.

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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Grafton  County: 

In  an  effort  to  communicate  more  directly  with  the  taxpaying 
citizens  of  Grafton  County,  we,  the  Grafton  County  Commissioners, 
are  writing  to  you  through  your  individual  town  or  municipal  reports. 

Due  to  inflated  Nursing  Home  expenses  with  somewhat  reduced 
revenues  and  rapidly  increasing  costs  of  welfare  reimbursements  to 
the  State,  our  budget  year  ended  very  close  to  the  line,  with  a  $3,620 
surplus.  Because  of  the  Delegation's  decision  to  use  a  two-year 
surplus  in  one  budget  year  to  allow  citizens  a  reduced  county  tax  in  FY 
1980,  the  1981  fiscal  year  budget  resulted  in  a  heavier  tax  factor 
making  up  that  decrease  as  well  as  offsetting  reduced  revenues  and 
allowing  for  standard  budget  increases. 

As  with  towns,  the  county  welfare  assistance  programs  are  in- 
creasing and  becoming  more  involved,  especially  with  the  current 
energy  crunch  and  rapidly  inflating  economy.  We  also  foresee  a 
possible  decrease  in  Federal  and  State  contributions  to  social  service 
programs  which  could  have  considerable  impact  on  local  budgets. 

The  sewage  disposal  system  has  progressed  slightly,  with 
planning  completed  and  ready  to  go  out  for  bid.  If  all  goes  well,  we 
may  be  able  to  submit  a  final  report  next  year. 

The  Commissioners  worked  closely  with  the  Nursing  Home 
Employee  Council  to  set  up  a  wage/ benefit  package  more  compatible 
to  the  State  program  for  Glencliff  employees.  The  Commissioners 
hope  to  work  out  a  job  description /wage  scale  plan  for  courthouse 
employees  in  the  near  future. 

Grafton  County  is  gradually  converting  from  a  bookkeeping 
machine  system  to  a  computerized  system  for  all  county  accounts. 
Payroll  was  converted  effective  January  1,  1980,  and  vendor  payment 
and  receipt  programs  were  recently  added.  Patient  accounts  and 
purchase  order  programs  will  be  added  later.  The  system  is  too  new 
for  comprehensive  comments,  but  we  anticipate  constructive  changes 
in  the  overall  accounting  and  reporting  system. 

The  Commissioners  hold  their  regular  meeting  every  Monday 
(except  holidays)  at  9:30  a.m.  in  the  Commissioners'  Office  of  the 
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Grafton  County  Courthouse,  followed  by  a  second  meeting  at  the 
Grafton  County  Nursing  Home  Complex  at  1 :00  p.m.,  which  regularly 
includes  visits  to  farm  and  jail  facilities.  Public  and  press  are 
welcome,  and,  in  fact,  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  meetings.

1 .  To  see  what  action  the  District  will  take  relative  to  the  reports  of 
agents,  auditors,  committees  or  officers. 

2.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  $2,000  to  be  put  in  the  capital  reserve  fund  for  the  purpose  of 
future  replacement  of  the  present  school  bus. 

3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school  board  to 
make  application  for,  accept,  and  expend  on  behalf  of  the  School 
District  all  gifts,  advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for 
educational  purposes,  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  available  or  for- 
thcoming from  the  United  States  government,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  or  any  other  federal,  state,  or  local  agency.

To  the  citizens  of  the  Rumney  School  District,  we  submit  our 
annual  report. 

New  Staff  Members  for  the  1980-1981  school  year  are  as  follows: 
Mrs.  Linda  Cowan  is  the  school  nurse,  and  a  graduate  of  Fitchburg 

State  College.  She  has  been  in  the  area  since  1969  and  is  presently 

working  one  day  per  week  at  the  school. 

Mrs.  Dee  (Vitek)  Hinckley  is  back  with  us  this  year  as  the  Title  I 
teacher.  She  has  her  Masters  from  Michigan  State  University. 

Mr.  Howard  Burnham  comes  to  us  from  Jaffrey-Rindge  Middle 
School,  and  is  teaching  fifth  grade,  and  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
math.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Fitchburg  State  College  with  a  B.S.  in 
elementary  education. 

Our  speech  therapist  is  Miss  Connie  Walch,  who  graduated  from 
State  University  College,  Fredonia,  New  York.  Her  major  was  Speech 
Pathology  and  Audiology. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Ayres  is  our  new  resource  room  teacher  and  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati.  She  has  taught  in  the  area 
since  1975. 

Miss  Barbara  Delzio  is  working  in  the  second  grade  room  this  year 
as  an  aide.

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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1979-1980 


Chapter  189,  Section  58  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show 
the  total  amount  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the 
following  quotation:  "Reports.  Each  superintendent  of  a  School 
Administrative  Unit  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total  salary 
paid  to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the  amount  paid  by  the 
state  and  each  local  school  district  and  their  share  of  same  ...  Said 
report  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  respective  school 
district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry  shall  be  made  for 
each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and  business 
administrator,  if  any  is  in  service  in  the  unit." 

One-half  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  expenses  is  prorated 
among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  unit  on  the  basis  of  adjusted 
valuations.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  mem- 
bership in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th. 
The  salary  of  $27,500  which  was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  School  Administrative  Unit  #48  during  1979-1980  was  made 
up  as  follows:  $2,500  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  $25,000 
was  prorated  among  the  school  districts  comprising  the  School 
Administrative  Unit.  Allowance  for  $1,200  travel  within  the  Unit  was 
also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1979-1980  was 
made  up  as  follows :  $2,390  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
$22,110  was  prorated  as  stated  above.  Allowance  for  $1,800  travel 
within  the  Unit  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.
